The Letter Regulation of Hospitals, Dispensaries, 
and other Medical Charities in Ireland. 

[iVfote. — jJic. Clause 'marked (A.) teas added by the Committee.'] 



111 QE 51 il is expedient to make provision for the 
better regulation of the several Ilospilals, Dispensaries, 
Asylums and other Medical Cluirilics supported solely or in part 
by Public Funds now existing, or which may hereafter be required 
5 in Inland-, tt therefore dUunttetJ, by The QUEEN’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- 
liament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT 
from and after the First day of October One thousand eight hun- 
10 dred and Thirty-seven, . il shall not he lawful for any Grand Jury of 
any county, county of a city, or county of a tow-n in Ireland, to 
make any Presentment for the raising of money for erecting, sup- 
porting or maintaining any Infirmary, llospitfd, Lunatic Asylum or 
Dispensary in Ireland, unless under the anlhoritv' and by virtue of 
15 the provisions of this Act. 



And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawfnl to and for 
the I.ord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors for 
Ireland for the time being to nominate and appoint Five Physicians 
or Surgeons, being Members or Licentiates of one of the Royal 
20 Colleges of Physicians or Surgeons, or chartered Universities in 
Great Britain or Ireland, to be Inspectors of Hospitals, Infirmaries; 
Asylums, Dispensaries and other Medical Institutions in Ireland, 
and from time lo time, at his and their pleasure, to remove the per-

sons so appointed, and in case of the death, removal or resignation 
of any of such persons to appoint others in their stead ; and such 
Five persons shall perform all the duties prescribed for the Medical 
Inspectors as directed by this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That each of the said Inspectors shall receive 5 
such salary as the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Go« 
vernors of Ireland shall appoint, not exceeding to each the sum of 
Six hundred Pounds in the year, together with such allowance 
for travelling and expenses of office as shall be sanctioned by the 
Lord High Treasurer or Commissi oners of the Treasury; which lo 
salary and allowance shall be payable in quarterly payments out of 
the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

And be it Enacted, That no such Inspectors shall be attached to 
or in anywise connected with any Hospital, Gaol, Infirmary, 15 
Asylum, Dispensary, School of Medicine, Surgery, Pharmacy or 
other Medical Institution whatever, nor practise as a Physician or 
Surgeon, nor derive from the performance of any duty imposed 
upon them by this Act, any other emolument than the salary 
and allowance hereinbefore provided. 20 

And be it Enacted, That the said Inspectors may meet and sit 
from time to time, in such place or places as they shall find most 
convenient, with or without adjournment, and shall have an office in 
the City of Dublin, to be called “ The Medical Charity Office;” and 
that all acts, matters and things which the said Inspectors are by 25 
this Act authorized to do or execute, may be done and executed by 
any Three or more of them ; and that they shall and may, with the 
consent and approbation of the Lord lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors, employ such clerks and officers as they may 
find necessary ; and that all and every the persons .so employed in any 30 
such: capacity, may from time to time he dismissed at the pleasure of 
the said Inspectors, and any other person or persons, with the like 
consent and approbation, appointed in his or their stead, and shall 
with the like consent, and approbation make such regulations re- 
specting all Infirmaries, Fever Hospitals, Asylums, Dispensaries 35 
and other Medical Institutions in Ireland, supported solely or in 
part by public funds for the general management thereof, as they 
shall. think proper, and from time to time to alter such regulatiolis. 

And, bo it Enacted, That the said Inspectors shall be Inspectors of 
allXunatic Asylums in Ireland, and shall have all the same powers ,40 
atiU authorities in that behalf as by any Acts now in force relating 
to District Lunatic Asylums are given to the Inspectors General of 

Prisons ; 
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Prisons ; and Uig authority of such Inspectors General of PrisouB 
in respect of such Lunatic Asylums shall cease and deieiniiiie from 
and after the appointment of tlie said Inspectors under this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That every Hospital, Asjlutn, Dispensary and inspeaersto 
g other Medical Charily in Ireland shall be visited Twice at the least 
in every year by One or more of the said Inspectors, who shall 
report upon the state of every such Institution to the Medical Charity 
Office in Dvllin.

vvitlt such consent and approbation shall think proper. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for Bodies cV- 
all bodies politic and corporate, trustees, guardians of infants, com- 
15 mittees of lunatics, femes covert, with their hu.sba.nds, and all other rimveyPre-

persons whatsoever who are or shall be seised or possessed of or purposes, 
interested in or entitled unto any estate or interest whatsoever in the 
lands, houses, grounds, tenements, buildings or iiereclitaments, which 
by tlie said Medical Inspectors shall be thought necessary to be 
rented or purchased for any of the purposes of this Act, by deeds 
indented and enrolled, to demise, sell and convey all and any such 
grounds, houses, tenements or hereditaments, or any part thereof, 
and all the respective estates and interest therein, to the said Inspec- 
tors, or any Two of them, and their heirs and successors, and that all 
S'j contracts, agreements, bargains, sales and conveyances that shall 
be so made, shall be good and valid in law to all intents and pur- 
poses whatsoeverj and that such Medical Inspectors for the time 
being, and their heirs and succes.sors, shall be trustees of all such- 
houses, lands, tenements and hercdiinments, as shall be conveyed to 
30 or vested in them under and by virtue of this Act, for the purposes 
herein provided, and for no other purpose whatsoever.

And be it Enacted, That all and every of the. provisions of an i'mvision% i>f 
Act passed in the seventh year of the reign of King Gxo non the 
rourth, intituled, “ An Act for cons.olidating and amending the 
35 Laws relating to Prisons in w'bich affect or relate to the 

purchase, holding a court and valuation oflands, tenements or here- &c. 
ditaments, for the sites of gaols or prisons, or to any notices, pro-- 
ceedings, siimraonse.s, verdicts and judgments, or to any conveyances 
or enrolments, or to the lodgments of consideratipn-money, or to 
petitions to the High Court of Chancery in Ireland, or to any pay- 
ments of purchase-money, or to any rights and titles of parties 
413. a interested 
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inlerealcd, shall be lidcl lo apply to tlie valnalicm ol'lands, tenements 
or heredilarnents rented or taken for tlie purchase of land under the 
provisions of this A(jt, and such verdicts, judgments and conveyances 
shall be binding ami conclusive to all intents and purposes whatsoever, 
and that all tlio powers vested in the Commissioners by said Act 5 
shall be and are hereby vested in tlio said Medical Inspectors, or 
any Two of them, for the purpose of the valuation of all lands, tene- 
ments and hereditaments, for the purposes of this Act.

bishop, Bishop, Dean, Dean and Chajjter, Archdeacon, Dignitary or 
Prebendary, and his and their successor and successors ; and the 
churchwardens of such parish and their successors for ever, or such 
Inspectors as aforesaid, and their heirs and successors, shall beaud 30 
are hereby empowered and made capable of receiving and enjoying 
the benefit of any such grant, for the purpose aforesaid, in like man- 
ner as by the said Acts or either of them is provided with respect to

Auf] he it Enacted, That it .shall and may be lawful for any 
body corporate or collegiate, civil or ecclesia.slical, aggregate or 
sole, to demise any lands within the kingdom of Ireland to the 
Governors, Trustees or other proper ofTicers of any Public Ho.spitaI 
or Hospitals within the said kingdom, for the use of such Ho.spital or 40 
Hospitals, or for forming a Cemetery to belong thereto, for any terra of 
years, or for life or lives certain, or lives renewable, at the best yearly 
rent that can then be obtained for the same, and subject to such 

covenants, 
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covenants, conditions am! provisoes as shall be agreed upon between 
the said lessors and lessees; and in efery such lease liiere shall be 
reserved a power of re'enLry on non-j)aymeni of Jlie rent reserved 
within a reasonable time afler the same shall become due am! pay- 
5 altle; and every such lease shall be good, valid and eflecLual against 
every person having or claiming to have any diarge or incumbrance 
aflecting either in law' or equity the lands or prcuiises comprised 
therein : Provided ahva3's, That no such tease shall demise a gi'ealer 
quantity than Thirty Acres, and that no fine shall be tahen or received 
10 for making any such lease or demise, or on an 3' renewal thereof. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of 
any and every county, county of a cit}% or county of u town in Ire- 
land, in or for wliicb, cither wholly or in part, anj' such Institution 
hath been or shall be erected; and such Grand Jury uro hereby 
required, at the assizes next after the date of any siidi order for the 
advance of money for tlie erecting, opening, carrying on or main- 
taining any such Institution, or as soon afler as they shall be thereto 
required, and from time to time, whenever the case shall happen, to 
make a presentment for the raising off such county, county of 
20 a city, or county of a town, and without any previous application 
to special sessions, such sum or stuns of money as shall be necessary 
for the repayment of any such sum or stuns so advanced, or any 
part thereof, at such times and in such ]u*oporiions as shall be di- 
rected and a.scertaincd by an}' order or orders to be made by tlie 
25 Lord Lieutenant, or oi!>er Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland :

And be it Enacted, That if any such Grand Jury shall neglect or 
refuse to make any such presentment, the Judge of Assize shall ami 
may and is hereby required to order the sum or sums which ought 
to be so presented to be raised as if the same had been so presented, 
23 and the same shall be raised and paid accordingly : Provided always, 
Tiiat the Certificate of the Chief Secretary or Under Secretary for 
Ireland shall be sufficient evidence of the advance of money and 
order of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland upon which the several Grand Juries and Judges of 
40 Assizes shall make such presentment. 

And be it Enacted, That if at any time a Poor Rate shall be 
established in Ireland under the provisions of any Act to be passed 

413. c in 
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in this present Se.qsion of rarlinment, or in any future Session, for 
the relief of the Poor in Irehmd, it shall and may be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Cliief Governor or Governors of Ireland, 
at anv time after the establishment of such Poor Rate, to order and 
direct that the monies to be advanced out of the Consolidated Piind 5 
and repaid by Grand Jury presentment as hereinbefore directed, 
shall be paid out of such Poor Rate, in such manner and subject to 
such regulations as he or they shall think fil, and thereupon such 
monie.s shall become payable out of such Poor Rate, and that from 
thenceforth the power of Grand Juries to present for same shall 'o 
cease and determine. 

And be it Enacted, Tlnit from and after the establishment of such 
Poor Rate in Irelandy the Rate-payers shall be entitled to vote in the 
election of the Committees of Management of all Medical Charities, 
supported solely or in part by public funds, in like manner as the 15 
governors and subscribers to such institutions are entitled to vote 
for such Committees. 

And be it Enacted, That all fines and penalties imposed by any 
Act now in force in Ireland^ or any fines or penalties imposed upon 
any person by any Court of Justice in Ireland, shall be applied to 20 
the benefit of such Hospital, Dispensary or Infirmary of the county, 
county of a city or town in which the offence for which such fine or 
penalty has been inflicted shall have been committed, as the Court 
or Magistrate imposing such fine or penalty shall direct. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be altered, amended or re- 
pealed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
